Victims in Many Their 


son Before the End. 

Los Vegas, Nev., Jan. 31. —[Special.]—- 
Thirty bodies of men who perished on the 
Nevada desert from thirst and hunger have 
been found by a,party of surveyors who are 
in advance of the new San Pedro, Los Angeles 
and Salt Lake railroad. 

‘The victims of the desert met death within 
the last few weeks, according to all evidence 
obtainable and the condition of the bodies 
when discovered. The men perished.in at- 
tempting to cross the waste area that 
$tretches .a distance of eighty miles from 


Los Vegas to the California line. 


The thirty bodies were all found within a 
radius of a quarter of a mile around “ Dead 
Man’s Well,” the only water in the entire de- 
sert and that a delusion which pares. men to 
insanity and death. ; 


Men Had Become Crazed. 


Several bodies were nude, showing that 
the crazed men had cast off their clothing 
before dropping down to die ‘on. the sage 
brush plains. One hundred feet from this 
well the surveying party came across six 
bodies lying a few yards apart. They. been > 
frightfully torn and half eaten by desert 
beasts and birds of prey. 

One body was partially buried in a shallow 
grave, evidently having been found by an- 4 
other wanderer who buried the unfortunate 
as best he could, then himself fell a victim 
to the terrible desert. . 

This ‘‘Dead Man’s Well” is about halfway 
across the barren territory that divided the 
little settlements of southern Nevada from 
the hills of California. It was sunk many 
years ago to provide water for the people 
who attempted to cross the desert on foot. 
in spite of warnings. Watér, which was 
struck at a depth of 125 feet, proved to be 
brackish with, salt and unfit for use.

Play Finds Fruition in Work. 


“Play for children is God’s ideal,” said 
.Dr. Morgan. “ It is a work which finds a re- 
ward in its own doing. A child at play is the 


fulfilling the divine intention. Back of every 
sin is a capacity for good. Look behind the 
ruin and you see the natural man. A little 
child is the most natural. : 
“ Play is work under the pest%onditions. 
A child, watched by loving eyes, will play 
its way upward into work. Boysat play will 
show the line of preponderance in their 
natures. Lead these things out and you will 
find an engineér, a lawyer, or a farmer. 
Train up children according to that which 
is in the child, and they will play their way 
into all work to the end. I played my way 
preaching to my sister's dolls.
